Podlesi: 


a, The following villares are in the aren of the Podlesi pletoon: Stitary 
(vl/P19), Studanka* (Thonbrunn —- 51/P19), Ujezd (M51/P19), Pastviny** 
(¥.1/P19) and the Svrk farm. The border area from stone nuzber five to twelve 
ig under the jurisdiction of the Podlesi platoon also, Checks are made 
‘regularly st seven related poinis (vatazne bedy) within tris area. 
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The Podlesi. platoon operates tvo two-ran petrels at night and two during 
the day. In addition a four-men team is nosted daily at loom. for 24 
hours’ duty In the ceserne hea‘iquarters. One man is stationed at the 
telephone and one in the observatory established in the attic of the 
easerne: two are off duty; they change posts every three hours, From 12 a.n, 
to 4-a.m. one PS menber stands guard outside the caserne. 

The area between the border ani the As-Rossbach railroad haa been designated 
as 2 restricted border area for the Podlesi platoon, and specis pernits 

are ascessary to enter it, These permits, Issued by the District National 
Committee Security Cffiee in As, are of two types, blue and white. The 

blus is issued for cne year and the white fer one to three months. Border 
guaris examine identity cards and border vermits of persons entering the 
restcicted area, Recent instructions stress the importance of thorough 
examination of identity cards for forgeries. 

For outdoor duty each man is armed with a 7.65 mm pistol and 25 cartridges 
and a 9 mn submachine gun model 67 48 with two magazines, Other armanont 
of tae Podlesi platoon kept stered for emergencies such as carrying out 

the 7° (zajistent pohranienihe uzemi ~ securing of border area) is as 
follovs:

On 15 June 1950 the construction of wooden observation towers in the bd “der 
aree and additional security measures for all ecasernes vere ordared. .:cord— 


ingly the covmander of the Podlesi platoon kad barriers pullt on sll ceserno 
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windows, and established an observatory in the caserne attic and 

machine gun emplacements, Four wooden towers were erected on the 25X1A 
edge of the woods within the platoon ares. These towers are to be 

linked by field telephone to each other and to platoon headquarters 

where the switchboard is to be located. 


The company comand at As is equipped with a W/T transmitter of American 
origin, and plens eall for w/? equipment in every platoon. Members of the 
As company are receiving a one month's training course in radio telegraphy, 


_ and BV personnel who have finished a three months’ army course ere also sent 


to this schoel, 


In sxecordance vith directions from the Ministry cf National Defonso and the 
Distriet Netionel Committes, the militery unit stationed at As is to destroy 
by explosives all uninhabited bulldings in the border aren by the end of 
November 1950, The laying of wines in the As area was delayed by the arrest, 
of Lt. Col, Kovar bub preparations are now being msde for such mine laying. 
On © June 1950, Lt. Svoboda and another lieutenant from A surveyed the 

eres, of Podleai for this purpose. Mining of the As @istrist is to be com= 
pleted by the end of 1950. 


Passwords in the border srea have been changed to numbers. The ZPU plans have 
not been altered and are still valid. 


PS wnits ere under strict discipline because of increasing desertions. Members 
have been worned by the enlightenmont officers that escapees fo Germany will 
be aporehended there and imprisoned upon request of Czechoslovakia. 4¢ is 
estimated that about one-third of the Podlesi platoon would desert or refuse 
to fight in casa of war.

After examinations a purge will be instituted, and all Commmist Party mombers 
will receive new perty identity cardg at the end ef the year. Those who fail 
the testa will serves a candidate term cf one or two years. 


& joint training maneuver of the As military garrison and the As SN 
concany took place in the region of Stitery, Podlesi, and Podhradi on $16 
duly 1990. The action was chiefly defensive with only a fey counterattacks 
ageinst enowy centers of resistance, Reservists also participated. 


In August 1950 all 5S units of the As company received the first mimsographed 


copies of the new Penal Tew. All menbers have been ordered to learn this law 
thoroughiy.
